Reply was made that even the least of the 
criminals deserved death, and, as that was the severest 
‘punishment which could be inflicted, the death penalty 
was demanded for all. They averred that it would be 
most difficult for the Court to comply with our demands, 
and it was placing them in a most trying position, and 
begged the ministerm not to create unnecessary diffi- 
culties for them. They did not hesitate to fix the main

ference as important as this, the work of which is 
Septais increasing, it is impossible to do the work 
well without the assistance. of some one who is thor- 
Oughly conversant with the French language and writes 
it well and speaks it fluently. 

Mr. Rockhill has been rendering every aid possible 
and will continue to do so, but he says he must return in 
the latter part of March to his Bureau in Washington, 
Even if he could stay, he cannot be expected to attend 
the meetings merely as interpreter or to do the cleri- 
cal work that must be done in French. 

Consulting Mr. Rockhill, he says he knows of no one 


-who could be sent out from Washington, but that consular 


clerk Allison J. Bowen, now in Paris, is well equipped 


— probably be spared from there for a few months, 
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about the time or very soon after Mr. Rockhill's de- 


parture. Mr. Smith does not understand French and so 
can be spared from here to assist temporarily at Paris, 
if necessary. 

The negotiations are progressing very slowly, indeed, 
and the probability is that the question of indemnities 
and the expected modification of the treaties will take 
many months, but just as soon as they are finished Mr.

We are confident that 
a $tee and steady policy on the part of foreign govern 
ments in requiring of China that officials of all 
classes shall promptly and faithfully deal with wrongs 
ef this kind, would do much to add to the security of 
life for all foreigners, and to promote friendly re- 
lations with the people.

Fourthly. We ask that it be inserted in revised 
treaties that missionaries residing or travelling in 
any part of China, away from open ports, shall possess 
themselves of properly authorized passports, stating 
nationality, occupation and residence. When required 
they shall presént these passports to local authorities 
for inspection, and such authorities shall do their 
utmost to protect them in iife, family and property.

The 
Diplomatic Corps has as yet taken no action thereon. 

While I think the entire area is larger than 
necessary or advisable, yet I do net deem it best to 
quarrel with my colleagues upon that score. But I 


shall, unless otherwise instructed, oppose adopting 


or beginning work on any systen ef defense at present.

In my Judgment, all that is necessary now is to 
have in view, in lecating and enlarging the legations, 
the possible necessity of repelling attacks and so lo- 
cate them as to make their defense as easy as possible, 
in ease the necessity should ever arise. 

The legations at Peking are not the only foreign 
interests in China which may be attacked. There are 
or will be foreign merchants, traders, engineers, 
and missionaries at many interior points, and these also

deserve protection. It will’ be impossible to provide 


defense or even guards for: every community of foreigners.

It seems to we the surest and most reasonable vay 
te pretéect all foreigners is to require the most 
stringent treaty guarantees for the future, and insist 
upen their being rigidly carried out everywhere. If 
the heire is te be preserved with a Government at all 
worth having diplomatic ihahsone with, then it must be 
a Government strong enough to protect the Representa- 
tives ef friendly VForeign Powers in its capital from 
mob violence. If it cannot do this, or if it is neces- 
sary for the Foreign Powers to defend their Representa- 
tives against attacks of the Chinese Goverment itself, 
then it is not worth holding relations with.

The accompanying plan shows the areas which the Ministers 
of the Powers represented in Peking propose to occupy for their 


respective Legations ; and the weneral line of defence to en- 


close this area is marked A.D.HsK.A. The ground marked W,X.X. 


2 is claimed by both France and Japan, The precise boundary 
requires to be determined py the Ministers, 

2, The Southern boundary is the Tartar City wall,the eccupa- 
tion of whieh ts considered by the Military Commission to be 
essential to any scheme of defence ,and the portion of the wall 
occupied must project beyond the east and west fronts to admit 
of the necessary flanking fire, These projections are marked 
on the plan,and should contain euplacements to mount guns for 
flankine purposes,and for sweeping the wall beyond the limits 
occupled.s 

8. The line N.O. was proposed for the west British limit and

AGREEMENT . 

Concerning the transfer of the Railroad, Shan-hai- 
kwan--Peking. Between Army Headquarters and the English 
Army Administration the following agreement has been 
made: 

1. The following rules are set forth for the informa- 
tion of the Allied Contingents and the regulation of 
the military use of the railroad Shan-hai-kwan--Peking, 
which was seized partly by the Allied Forces and partly 
by Russian treops, and repaireé by German, English, and 
Japanese troops. No change in property claims are 
caused hereby. 

2. Army Headquarters transfers to said English Ad- 


ministration the railroad Shan-hai-kwan-~Peking, with 


all premises belonging thereto, rolling stock, work 1 


shop equipment and materials which were transferred to £ 
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Army diamine we the Russian Military Railroad 
Administration, or which were erected, procured, or 
built by German and Japanese Railway Troops. 

Army Headquarters is in no way responsible for 
the wear and tear, damage or loss of railroad property 
which occurred before the transfer. 

All stores procured by the Japanese and German 
Railway troops for the construction and operation of 
their divisions, also material of all kinds is at the 
disvosition of the English Railroad Administration 
and will be accepted at cost price. 

Field telegraph, field telephone, and field rail- 
road material belonging te the German, Russian, and 
Japanese railway troops at the present time in use is 
to be returned as soon as possible and not later than 
April lst. 


5. The said Administration assumes the expense of the 


maintenance, operation, and military protection of said 


railroad according to the rules laid down in Paragraph 


2 and succeeding paragraphs; with the assurance that 


the military necessities of all the Allied Nations will 
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be taken care of as far as the capacity of the railroad 
permits. If civil traffic is instituted, it must always 
yield to military demands. 

4, Said Administration considers as binding the late 
regulations of Army Headquarters for the military use 
of the railroad, Shan-hai-qwan-~-Peking.

A. Allgemeine Gesundheitsverh&ltnisse. 

Der zu vertheidigende Bezirk wurde nach Stiden durch die 
13 m hohe Zwischenmauer zwischen Chinesen- und Tartarenstadt 
begrenzt, welche in Ausdehnung von etwa 200 m besetzt und stark 
befestigt war. Die dstliche Grenze wurde gebildet durch die 
deutsche und franzésische Gesandtschaft und den Su wang fu, den 
Palast des verstorbenen Prinzen Kung; die nérdliche durch Su 
wang fu und englische Gesandtschaft; die westliche durch eng- 
lische, russische, amerikanische Gesandtschaft. Durch einen von 
Norden nach Stiden gehenden, 12m breiten Kanal, welcher nach 
starken Regengiissen einige Stunden lang voll Wasser war, im 
librigen aber nur ein kleines Rinnsal darstellte, wurde die Stellang 
in zwei ann&hernd gleiche Theile geschieden; zwei tiber den Kanal 
fiihrende Steinbriicken waren in unserem Besitzt. Die griésste 
Ausdehnung von Nord nach Stid betrug etwa 600 m, von Ost nach 
West ebensoviel, die Flaichenausdehnung etwa '/,qkm. Von der 
besetzten Fliche gingen wiihrend der fast zwei Monate dauernden 
Belagerung nur einige 100 qm verloren. Die meisten Gebfude in 
den Gesandtschaften waren europiischer Art oder doch im Innern 
nach europiiischer Art hergerichtet; auf den tibrigen Grundstiicken 
befanden sich fast ausschliesslich chinesische Hauser. Abgesehen 
von den Girten der Gesandtschaften und im Su wang fu waren 
keine freien Plaitze vorhanden. 

Die Zahl der eingeschlossenen Fremden betrug ungefihr 1000, 
darunter 400 Officiere und Mannschafien der Schutzwachen und 
200 Frauen und Kinder. Dazu kamen an einheimischen Dienern 
und chinesischen Christen etwa 3000 Personen. Wahrend letztere 
im Su wang fu und den angrenzenden chinesischen Hiusern 
untergebracht waren, hatte der grisste Theil der Europier, dar- 
unter fast ausnahmslos simmtliche Frauen und Kinder, den Schutz 
der englischen Gesandtschaft aufgesucht, welche dem feindlichen 


Feuer verhialtnissmissig weniger ausgesetzt und allgemein als 
etwaiger letzter Zufluchtsort in in Aussicht genommen war. 


Die Witterung war den Belagerten giinstig. Nur an wenigen 
Tagen war die Luftwirme tibermissig hoch, héher ‘als die Blut- 
wirme gesunder Menschen; auch heftige Regengiisse, welche sonst 
um diese Jahreszeit fast tiglich einzutreten pflegen, kamen nur 
in geringer Zahl.

Da zu Beginn der Unruhen niemand an die Méglichkeit einer 
zwei Monate wa&hrenden Belagerung hatte, war man mit 
der Bereitstellung der erforderlichen nicht recht- 
zeitig vorgegangen.

Viele lebten in den letzten Tagen nur von einem 
Gemiise von Baumblittern; es waren Personen, welche unange- 
meldet in unserem Bezirk wohnen geblieben waren und bis dahin 
von den Abfillen und Almosen ihrer Landsleute ihre Nahrung 
bereitet hatten. Am Ende der Belagerung waren in den Gesandt- 
schaften noch Lebensmittel fiir etwa 14 Tage vorriithig, wihrend 
in Peitang im Augenblick des Entsatzes fiir 3000 Menschen noch 
ein Bestand yon — 50 Pfund Reis vorhanden war. 

Es lag auf der Hand, dass bei dem dichten Zusammenwohnen 
so zahlreicher Menschen auf einem kleinen, nicht dazu vorberei- 
teten Raume nur durch die sorgfiltigste Beachtung der hygieni- 


schen Vorschriften der Ausbruch epidemischer Krankheiten ver-. 


hindert werden konnte. Man traf daher folgende Anordnungen: 


1. Die chinesischen Familien mussten méglichst weit getrennt 
von den Fremden wohnen. Erkrankte Chinesen wurden in ord- 
nungsmassige frztliche Behandlung genommen. 


2. Die Umgebung der Brunnen wurde peinlich sauber gehalten; 
Entnahme von Wasser war nur mittels der hierfiir am Brunnen 
befestigten Gefiisse gestattet. Ausleeren von Gebrauchswasser, 
Waschen und Spiilen am Brunnen war untersagt. 

3. An geeigneten Stellen wurden Feldlatrinen errichtet und 
in regelmissigen Zwischenréumen erneuert sowie mit Kalk des- 
infizirt. Die in den Hausern gebrauchten Nachtstiihle wurden 
taglich entleert und ihr Inhalt vergraben. 

_ 4. Der Mill wurde tiglich an einen bestimmten Platz in den 
Kanal gebracht und hier sobald als nothwendig verbrannt. 


Alle diese Anordnungen wurden durch Missions- und in Pe- 
king ansissige Civilirzte sorgfiltig tiberwacht und thatsichlich 
streng durchgefiihrt. 

In der deutschen, franzésischen, russischen und englischen 
Gesandtschaft waren Begrébnissplaitze eingerichtet, in welchen die 
Leichen in der Regel einzeln, ausnahmsweise bis zu drei in einem 
gemeinsamen Grabe, beigesetzt wurden. Die Japaner begruben 
die Leichen der Ihrigen hinter ihrer Gesandtschaft nur vorlaufig; 
nach der Befreiung wurden die Ueberreste verbrannt und die 
Asche nach der Heimath tiberfiihrt. 


B. Krankheiten und Sterblichkeit an Krankheiten. : 


Der Gesundheitszustand bei den Belagerten war unter Beriick- 
sichtigung der Verh&ltnisse recht giinstig; nur die Erkrankungen 
der Verdauungswerkzeuge erreichten eine nennenswerthe Ver- 
breitung. Der Mangel an frischer Kuhmilch und der dadurch be- 
dingte Wechsel in der Ernaéhrung erwies sich fiir die Kinder unter 
zwei Jahren verb&ngniss7oll, da von ihnen der grésste Theil an 
schwerem Brechdarchfall erkrankte und die Hialfte (fiinf) starb. 
Ruhr kam ungefiihr 15mal vor, und zwar fast ausschliesslich bei 
den Matrosen einer bestimmten Nation, von welchen zwei starben. 
Hier hatte der Offizier, trotz erfolgter Warnung, den Mannschaften 
den Genuss schlecht schmeckenden Wassers aus éinem verdiich- 
tigen Brunnen in ungekochtem Zustande gestattet, ,um dieselben 
daran zu gewdhnen.“ 

An Unterleibstyphus litt zu Beginn der Belagerung eine Civil- 
person; auf nicht vdéllig aufgeklirte Weise erkrankten spiiter zu 
verschiedenen Zeiten drei Mann daran, welche wegen Verwundungen 
in Behandlung waren. Alle genasen. 

Scharlachfieber, welches bei den Chinesen ziemlich hiaufig 
vorkam, wurde auf vier Europiier tibertragen, welche sofort streng 
abgesondert wurden. Von diesen starb ein Kind in der fiinften 
Woche (nach Aufhebung der Belagerung) an Zellgewebsentziindung 
am Halse. ite 

Weitere iibertragbare Krankheiten kamen nicht vor. Die 
Gesammtsterblichkeit an Krankheiten betrug sieben oder auf das 
Jahr berechnet 42 °/5. Nach Abzug der Altersklasse unter zwei 
Jahren, welche 500 °/,. Sterblichkeit aufwies, bleibt fiir die tibrigen 
indessen nur eine Jahressterblichkeit von 12°/,. bestehen. 


C. Hospital 


Die Anlage eines gemeinsamen Hospitals erwies sich von 
vornherein als zwingende Nothwendigkeit: Zwar hatten die ein- 
zelnen Contingente zundchst wohl ihre Verwundeten in ihren 
Quartieren unterbringen kénnen; jedoch war eine geordnete Pflege 


an einer Stelle besser gewihrieistet, als an vielen riiumlich ge- 
trennten, und so auch die Schwierigkeit vermieden, welche bei 
etwa plétzlich nothwendig werdendem Réumen einer Gesandtschaft 
durch den Transport von Verwundeten entstanden wire. 

Das Kanzleigebiude der englischen Gesandtschaft wurde fiir 
Lazarethzwecke zur Verfiigung gestellt, ein eingeschossiges Haus 
mit sechs grossen Innenriumen und einigen kleineren Gelassen. 
Ein Zimmer, welches Licht von zwei Seiten hatte, wurde Verbinde- 
und Operationssaal, die tbrigen fiinf wurden als Krankenriiume 
benutzt; die Ktiche war in einem Seitengebiiude, die Latrine in 
einem zu diesem Zwecke errichteten Mattenhause untergebracht. 
Als die Zahl der Verwundeten und Kranken stieg, wurde ein 
grosser Raum des Nebenhauses hinzugenommen, welcher zuerst 
fiir Genesende, spater fiir innerlich Kranke benutzt wurde. 

Das Haus war von hohen Baéumen umgeben, welche nicht 
nur willkommenen Schatten boten, sondern in denen auch die 
feindlichen Granaten krepirten, welche sonst unfehlbar in das 
Dach eingeschlagen wiiren. Zum Schutz gegen Sprengstiicke und 
vorher aufgeschlagene Infanteriegeschosse mussten allerdings die 
Fenster hoch herauf mit Sandsiicken verbaut werden, wodurch 
der Zutritt von Licht und Luft in unerwiinschter Weise einge- 
schrinkt wurde. Ganz liess sich das Eindringen von Geschossen 
auch so nicht verhiiten, doch wurde gliticklicherweise niemand 
dadureh verletzt. 

Die ganze Ausstattung des Lazareths war natiirlich improvi- 
sirt. Betten und Wiasche wurden von allen Seiten bereitwilligst 
in geniigender Anzahl geliefert, sodass simmtliche Verwundete 
auf Matratzen, wenn auch nicht in Bettstellen, ruhen konnten. 
Zur Verpflegung fanden die in den europiischen Liden vorhan- 
den gewesenen Conserven in ausgedehnter Weise Verwendung. 
Die vorhandenen Hammel waren von Anfang an fiir Kranke auf- 
bewahrt worden, sodass im Hospital wihrend der ganzen Bela- 
gerung zweimal wéichentlich Hammelfleisch gegeben werden 
konnte; an den tibrigen Tagen musste Pferde-, bezw. Maulthier- 
fleisch verabfolgt werden. 

Aerztliche Instrumente und Arzneien waren aus meineh Be- 
stinden und denjenigen der englischen Gesandtschaft in genii- 
gender Menge vorhanden; von Verbandstoffen dagegen reichten 
Watte und Gaze nur etwa fiinf Wochen lang, da eine frische 
Sendung, welche ich fiir meine Poliklinik erwartete, nicht mehr 
rechtzeitig eintraf. Ich benutzte daher Gazesiickchen, welche mit 
Torf und, als dieser zu Ende war, mit Siigemehl gefiillt und dann 
in strémendem Wasserdampf sterilisirt wurden. Dieselben er- 
fiillten ihren Zweck vollkommen, sofern es sich um Aufsaugen 
von Wundabsonderungen handelte, konnten aber zum Polstern 
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keine Werwititaiig4 finden. Die Anwendung. des Sigemehls war 
reinlicher als diejenige des Torfs. Zum Polstern wurde unge- 


reinigte, rohe Baumwolle ohhe Nachtheil angewendet. Gips stand 
leider nur in geringer Menge zur Verfiigung, sodass wir Ofter, 
als uns lieb war, zu allerhand improvisirten Lagerungsvorrich- — 
tungen unsere Zuflucht nehmen mussten, welche, indessen, wenn 
auch viel umstindlicher, schliesslich doch zum Ziele fihrten. 

Die arztliche Behandlung im Hospital lag in den Handen des 
englischen /Gesandtschaftsarztes Dr. Poole und den meinigen. 
Der_franzésische Gesandtschaftsarzt Dr. Matignon versah den 
Dienst in der franzésischen und deutschen Gesandtschaft, der 
russische in der russischen, der japanische (am letzten Tage ver- 
wundet) in dem Su-wang-fu bei Japanern und Italienern. In der 
amerikanischen Gesandtschaft war zuerst ein mit der Schutzwache 
angekommener Assistenzarzt und, als dieser am 30. Juni durch 
einen Knochenschuss in den Oberschenkel schwer verwundet wor- 
den war, ein Missionsarzt thitig. 

An gutem Pflegepersonal war kein Mangel. Ein englischer, 
ein deutscher, ein italienischer und ein amerikanischer Lazareth- 
gehilfe wechselten sich in den Dienstleistungen ab. An der Spitze 
des weiblichen Personals stand eine wohlgetibte englische Kranken- 
pflegerin, welcher vier englische, bezw. amerikanische weibliche 
Aerzte und sechs andere. Damen, sowie zwei katholische 
Schwestern franzésischer Nationalitét beigegeben waren. Alle 
kamen ihren Obliegenheiten mit der griéssten Sorgfalt und Ge- 
wissenhaftigkeit nach und wurden auch bei der heftigsten Be- 
schiessung und unter der unmittelbaren Wirkung des feindlichen 
Feuers von ihrer Besonnenheit und Ruhe nicht verlassen. Man 
kann ihrer Thitigkeit nur mit der héchsten Achtung und An- 
erkennung gedenken. 

In dem Lazareth fanden die Verwundeten von acht Nationen 
mit sechs verschiedenen Sprachen (englisch, deutsch, franzisisch, 
italienisch, russisch, japanisch) Aufnahme; ausserdem musste mit 
dem Unterpersonal chinesisch gesprochen werden. Um die sich 
hieraus ergebenden Schwierigkeiten nach Méglichkeit zu vermei- 
den, waren russische und japanische Dolmetscher zu bestimmten 
Stunden anwesend; insbesondere hielt sich stindig eine der russi- 
schen Damen, welche simmtlich mehrere Byram: “ 6 pecriiapac 
im Lagzareth auf. 

Die Wnrichtung dee Lasarethe bogann am 20 ial; suiihiiels 
mit der Aufnahme der ersten Verwundeten; 3am 22. Juni 
war der Betrieb vollkommen geregelt und Loses 
erfolgte am 18. August. -

Von Sehusswaffen und Geschossen kamen auf chinesischer 
Seite so ziemlich alle Arten zur Verwendung, welche seit Erfin- 
dung des Schiesspulvers angefertigt worden sind: Luntenflinten, 
Percussionsgewehre, Wallbiichsen, Mausergewehre M 71, 88 und 
98, Mannlichergewehre u. s. w., Feldschlangen und Vorderlade- 
geschiitze mit eisernen Volikugeln von '/,—10kg Gewicht, Krupp’sche 
Geschtitze von 3—9 cm und Schnellfeuergeschiitze, und schliess- 
lich als merkwiirdigste Waffe Brandraketen. Am meisten Kifer 
wurde von den Chinesen auf Brandstiften verwendet, das sie 
unter anderem auch mit Handgranaten betrieben; wo irgend mig- 
lich, wurden von gedeckter Stellung aus die brennenden Gebéude 
noch mittels einer Feuerspritze mit Petroleum berieselt. Ausser- 
dem sprengten sie an der franzésischen Gesandtschaft zwei, am 
Peitang fiinf Minen, von denen die grisste einen Trichter von 
20 m Durehmesser am oberen Rande und 8 m Tiefe aufwarf. 
Gliicklicherweise schossen die Chinesen mit den Gewehren meist

Der Umstand, dass die meisten Mannschaften sich hinter 
Steindeckungen befanden, als sie verwundet wurden, erklirt die 
grosse Zahl der Kopfschiisse und brachte es ferner mit sich, dass 
verhaltnissmassig viele Wunden durch Aufschliger erzeugt warden 
und dem zu Folge sehr zerrissen waren. 


Beziiglich der Wirkungen kleinkalibriger Geschosse ist zu 
sagen, dass ein auffallend schwerer Verlauf der durch sie hervor- 
gerufenen Verletzungen im allgemeinen nicht zu Tage getreten 
ist.

Failures must be 
remedied and that which is successfulmust remain in force, 
That which is advantageous and that which is disadvantageous 
is known, Changes cannot be made in the three bonds,- between 
Sovereign and subject, husband and wife, and father and son, 
or the five virtues-i,e, charity, duty to one's neightdours, 
propriety, wisdom and truth.

The incompleteness and uncertainty of all our information in 


respect to the economic system prevailing in China and the unrelia- 
bility of all the statistics of the revemes of China, except that 
collected ended Buropean officers, render it impossible for the in- | | 
vestigator abroad to arrive at any satisfactory conclusion in respect 
to the financial policy to be pursued with the object of providing 
inemnities.

The Chinese Government publishes, indeed frames, no

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national budget. Each Autumn, however, the Board of Reve- 
nue in Peking, as head of the financial administration of 
the Empire, draws up a statement of the requirements of 

the metropolitan administration and of the contributions to 
be made towards them by the several provinces. The expenses 
of the provincial administration are defrayed mainly from 
the land tax and likin; and from what remains of them, from 
the salt gabelle, native customs and the bulk of the Foreign — 
Customs revenue, those of the Imperial household, the met- 


ropolitan administration, the defense of the northern prov- 


inces by land and by sea, the Foochow arsenal, etc, etc. are 


defrayed. From steady reading of the Peking Gazette, which 


is a collettion of such official documents as the Privy 
Council sees fit to make public and which from time to time 


contains reports (more or less fragmentary) from Viceroys 
and Governors on all these subjects, an approximate esti- 


mate may be formed of China's revenue, which may be stated

It is now stated that China will be required to 
pay as indemnity for the destruction of life and property 
during the recent disturbances and for cost of foreign 
military expeditions a sum not less than $200,000,000 or 
more than $600,000,000. It is ie te impossible for her to 
pay even the lower sum. To pay $188,075,000 it was neces-_ - 
séiry for China, when her Maritime Customs revenue was prac- 
tically untouched, to incur an indebtedness of $239,100,000. 
Now,when that revenue is mortgaged up to the hilt, it would 
cost her at least $275,000,000 to raise §200,000,000 in the 
open market; and that is the only source from which she 
should attempt to procure funds, for loans granted or guar- 
anteed by one or more foreign governments would inevitably 


result in constant interference in the administration of 


the Empire, and- therefore in weakening the power and prestige = 
of the government, and thus tend to promote unrest and 4 
eventually disintegration. To provide interest on and sink- 
ing fund for such a loan, an annual charge of at least 


$25,000,000 would be required. How could this be obtained? 
China's revenue has been reduced by her present indebtedness 
from over $60,000,000 to some 43 millions, and - as the 
documents in the Peking Gazette show - the metropolitan 
and provincial administrations are one and all in the 
greatest straits and are reduced to pitiful expedients to 
avoid bankruptcy. To place a further charge of $25,000,000 
ea the revenue would pretuce immediate default; the foreign 
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Powers, as guarantors would foreclose; and China's 
independence would be a thing of the past. 


Is, it then possible to institute new or incpease old 


taxes to provide funds ? That to institute new taxes to

pay indemnities to foreign Powers is the surest method to 


create and perpetuate general anti-foreign feeling is a 


$elf-evident proposition. As regards old taxes, the Hand 
tax is moderate in amount, but it has remained so long at 
its present rate that an increase for no matter what vennen 
would ere@eate general discontent and probably forcible ©ppo- 
sition = to allow it to be published that such an increase 
was made on the demand and for the benefit of foreigners 


would be the height of folly. That the Salt Gabelle is a 


grievous burden on a necessary article of daily food is 
proved by the universal smuggling of salt that exists. To 
increase the tax would be most unwise, and to change the 
method of collection would be impolitic, if not dangerous, 
because the system is so complicated that no one can tell 
what the effect of any change would be. Likin is already 
the most Brievous burden on the trade and prosperity of the 
Empire. Effort should therefore be directed towards its 
abolition, not its increase. : The Foreign Customs : it is 
searcely probable thet the foreien Powers would consent to 
an increase in the treaty tariff, i.e. in the taxation of 
their own goods, merely ‘to supply funds from which indemni- 


ties would be paid to themselves. As regards native customs

it would undoubtedly be a step in the right direetion 
to place these under the control of the Commissioners of 
Foreign or Maritime Customs at the treaty ports; and some 
increase in this amount would no doubt result, but it could 
not be sufficient to bear the burden of so large a loan. 
The. leakage under the existing system of collection is 
admittedly so great that it has been suggested that were 
an international financial board substituted for that sys- 
tem, it would be possible to enormously increase the collec- 
tion without adding to the present levies. The objections fe 
to such a proposal are, however, serious; for putting aside : 
the international jealousies and intrigues which would inev- 
itably result in China as they have in Egypt from such a 
system, either the @Uthority of that board would be ignored,

MENT OF DIFFICULTIES 


Mesa of sitiesee 12 tte suggested 


It has been officially stated in the German Reichstag 
that among the proposals advanced by the foreign Ministers in 3 
Peking with a view to the settlement of the recent outbreak 
in China and to preventing a recurrence thereof in the future 
is One dealing with a revision of taxation on merchandise. =. 
There an be no doubt that revision is eminently desirable, q 
but te be effective and advantageous it must be such as will, 
on the one hand, further the stability of the Chinese govern- ae 
ment and, on the other, avoid so far as possible the imposition q p 
of new burdens on trade, internal end external alike. How 
ean this best be achieved? 

That likin is a grievous burden on the trade and prosperi- 
ty of the empire is admitted by all, whether Chinese or for- 
simmers. Instituted in the early fifties te provide funds 


for the operations necessary to effect the suppression of the 
Taiping rebels, it was then described as 4n indispensable tax 
for the time being and to be abrogated as soon as peace was 

restored. It has continued indispensable ever since; and its 
abolition now, when the treasuries both metropolitan and pro- 
vineial have been already reduced te the lowest ebb by the 

services of the loans required te pay off the Japanese war in- 
demnity, is out of the question, wiless means are found to 

make good from other sources the funds now derived from likin. a 
Yet, because it is such a burden, every effort should be de~- eee 
voted towards effecting the abolition of it. And this would : 
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2 
be effected if the foreign Powers will consent to the tariff 
duties being quadrupled and to the abolition of the duty-free 
privileges / except for bullion and for articles imported for

itett ' when this rule was framed in 18660 there were but few for- 
eign merchants established in Ghina, and it was considered but 
fair that articles imported by them for household and office 
use should be admitted duty-free.

But if that ie considered open to objection, all that foreign 
nations can fairly ask is that what an individual imports for

possible to say. But I know from personal experience while 
Gommissioner of Customs at Shanghai that native merchants 
were willing to pay 3 1/2 times the tariff rate or about 
17 1/2 per cent. in order to secure transit pass privileges--- 
i.@-, exemption from inland taxes and comparatively speedy 
examination at the tax stations passed---for some of the

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constituted an advantage over payment of inland taxes, or 
merchants would not have desired the introduction of such 
an arrangement. 

It will, no doubt, be objected that the transit privi- 
ieges already enjoyed under the treaty of Tientsin whereby 
foreign goods may be sent to any inland mart or native 
goods purchased by foreign merchants for export abroad may 
be brought down to any treaty port free of taxes en route 
on payment of half tariff duty or 2 1/2 per cent. only, are 
far more favourable than the proposal now submitted. To 


answer this objection satisfactorily attention must be in- 
vited to the following considerations: 
ist. Stipulations which the central government may be con- 
pelled by force majeure to accept may have the effect 
of depriving the provincial administrations of funds 
indispensable to the maintenance of their government. 
This has been the case in the matter of these transit 
“privileges. And when that is so it stands to reason

This state of affairs 
naturally results in loss of prestige and power to 
the government, in charges being brought against it 
of bad faith, md in constant disputes with foreign 
Powers---as the history of foreign intercourse with 
China during past years clearly demonstrates has been 
the case. And this lamentable state of things will 
continue so long as foreign nations looking only to 
their own self-interest and ignorant or unmindful of 


the consequences of their demands insist on China's 
agreeing to what it is practically impossible for her 
to carry out. 

These transit privileges do not touch the question of 
lo-ti-shim or local octroi, and past experience shows 
that the tendency (for the reasons given above) has 
been to nullify these privileges by requiring goods 
covered by transit pass te pay on arrival at the spe- 
cified destination a differential tax amounting prac- 
tically to the total of the taxes escaped en route 
in the province.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 


of the 16th inst. addressed to Mr. Jameson and 


myself, informing us that, in all probability, the 
land we occupy within the legation quarter will be 
needed for legation purposes. 


We respectfully protest against this. The land 
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Question is far removed from the U. S. Legation 
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and some foreign-owned property intervenes. 
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We consider that our o ccupation of this land 
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ce August last year and the action we were taking 


and settle fairly with the Chinese owners 
when stopped by your circular of Nov.6th, justifies 


‘that ve have a prior right to {t. © 
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Citizens of other nationalities have been pro- 


vided for in the confiscations of land made by their 


legations; but American citizens are left te shift for 
themselves and are to be ejected on behalf of the lega~ 


tion from places they may have obtained for themselves 


and made considerable outlay upon. We do not complain 
that our Government does not provide an area for resi- 
dence of its citizens as some European governments do, 
for we know such acquisition of land in China has been 
contrary te American policy and hence our Government has 
ne concessions at the ports; and we believe that our 
officials have sometimes protested against such sum 
mary acquisition by other governments-~~as at Tientsin 
lately, for example. 

But, our country not being at war with China 


; and therefore forcible measures not being in order, we 


| think that we may fairly object to being turned out of 
property which we were prevented by the legation from 


acquiring legally from its native owners.

THE TIENTSIN UNIVERSITY CASE. 


' Dear Mr. Adee: - 


(see correspondence herewith). 
The facts appear to be as follows: 


one G. betring, Esquire, originated the idea of a sci- 
entific and technical college at Tientsin, collected funds 
from Chinese and foreign subscribers,(principally the former) 
paid for the land and erected the first building of the 


-Tientsin University. The ownership was vested in the Chinese 


Customs Taotai who, at the wish of the subscribers, was made 


Curator and Director-General of the University. It seems 


that the ownership was vested in the Taotai without any 
fornal Statement of trust. After the completion of the 
eirst building there was considerable delay in opening the 
University, owing to the difficulty of raising the necessary 
funds. Ultimately an arrangement was made through the Cus- 
toms Taoctai | Por the support of the University by annual sub- 
scriptions from the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Com- 


pany, the Chinese Telegraph Administration, the Chinese En- 
gineering and Mining Company and the surplus funds of the 


Customs Taotai, arrangement receiving the Imperial 


sanction. Me. Tenney became President of the University, 
solicited and obtained subscriptions, erected three, buildings 
and equipped the machine shop and laboratory. The legal 
ownership of the furniture ant equipmamt was vested in hin, 
and he engaged = staff of five American professors for the 


University. 
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Mr. Tenney states that before the beginning of the 
poxer uprising the University became an object of hatred 

to the a@anti-foreign party and was marked for destruction; 
that when it became evident that China would soon be in- 
volved in trouble with foreign nations, he considered that 
the interests of the subscribers would be safeguarded if 
the legal ownership were transferred from the Director- 
General, who was also an official under the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, to the President. Accordingly, on June 13, 1900, 
the Director-General, acting for the University, by an in- 
strument which is recorded in the native Tientsin Land Reg- 
ister's Office and in the United States Consulate, executed 
a “deed-of-lease in perpetuity of the buildings and grounds 
"to President C. D. Tenney - x - for use as a 
University". The consideration named is 100 Taels. 

Zhis instrument contains no formal statement of trust, 
ir, Tenney stating that in China it is customary to trust 
more to individual honor and less to written forms. He re- 
fers to the fact that when the land was originally bought, 
iy, Detring vested it in the Taotai without this formality. 
ir, Tenney states that he stands as full legal owner of 
the property, with the clear understanding on the part of 


all _eoncerned that he hi holds it in trust for those who have 
subscribed _ for the building and maintenance of the Univers- 


ity. A copy of a Letter from Mr. Detring to Mr. Tenney is

tween the German and Chinese Governments relating to the 
German settlement, and as such was granted to remain unmo- 
lested, but by the whole meaning and intent of the treaty 
in question it must be understood that no ciaeattine of prop- 
erty concerning the premises mentioned therein which were 
not acquired by the German settlement --- could be permis- 
sible: without. the explicit consent of the German Government. 
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This consent was not given nor asked for in the case in 
question.

1 think that Mr. Regedele 
has informed you of the fact that the University was 
legally transferred te me on the 15th of June, and 
that the German ferces have taken pessession of the 
place, excepting only my private residence, which is 
still in my possession. I am sorry to have to state 
that the Germans have not only eceupied the place, but 


they have acted as vandals and have wantonly destroyed 


several thousand taels worth of my property, including 


furniture, physical and chemical apparatus, and personal 
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bs in I appealed to him for protection, but his 


interference did me ne good. The destruction continued, 
, 


'Sone tine sinee Mr, Rump of the German Bank asked re 
to put a priee on the property, as the German Government 
ateile be willing te buy the property. I asked a connittee, 
sonsist ing of Mr. BE. B. Drew, Mr. G, Detring and Mr. BD Cous- 
ens to appraise the value of the land and buildings. They 
fixed the value at Tls 156,066, and I accordingly offered 
the property at that figure. Since the Germans are anxious 
to acquire the property, and as they do not wish te have ny 
University in the neighborhood of the German Settlement, I 
think it better to sell te them and acquire land and erect 
buildings at some other place in the vicinity of Tientsin. 
I want them however te give me a definite reply without any 
unnecessary delay, so that I ean buy land and make plans 
for my new buildings promptly.

I had been chosen as 
President of the University when it should be open-

a private school and acted as tuter in Li Hung Chang's 
family. In 1895, Sheng Hsuan-huai, then Customs Tao- 
tai of Tientsin, effered te arrange for the support 

of the University by annual subscriptions from the 
China Merchants' Steam Navigatien Company, the Chinese 
Telegraph Administratien, and the surplus funds of the 


Customs Taotai, te which was afterwards added an annual

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"iption from the Chinese Engineering and Mining 
Company. The Imperial sanction was asked for and ob- 
tained, though no Imperial funds were asked for. The 


Imperial Edict gave official standing te the school. I 


became President of the University with full powers of 


management . 
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management. I engaged a technical staff of American 
professers, to which I afterwards added one English- 
man. During the past five years I have solicited and 
obtained subscriptions te erect new buildings and te 
enlarge the equipment. I have put up three new build- 
ings and equipped a machine shop and laboratories. 
After the reaction at Peking the University be- 
came an object of hatred to the anti-foreign party as 
representing in the eal: obnoxious form the tendencies 
teward the Burepeanizing of China. The University 

was marked fer destruction by the Boxers and I had 

te guard the place for several weeks night and day 
agafnst attack er incendiarism. When it became evident 
that the growth of the Boxer movement and the fatuity 
of the Peking Goverment would soon involve China in 
trouble with foreign nations I considered that the 
interests of the subscribers would be safe-guarded if 
the legal ownership of the University were transferred 


from the Director General to the President, since the 


former was also an official under the Chinesé Govern 
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ment. From the first organization of the University 
the furniture and equipment of the institution have 
been vested in the President. 

I snererere consulted a lawyer and teok such 


steps as were advised by him te make a legal and bind- 


ing transfer. I paid one hundred taels te the Director-~- 


General, took his receipt for the same and a deed of 
transfer from the Director-General to the President 
was drawn up in legal form, stamped by the Magistrate, 
and recorded at the U. 5. Consulate. The date of this 
deed was June 135th, 1900. 

In China it is customary to trust more to in- 
dividual honor and less to written forms than in 
foreign countries. When Mr. Detring originally bought 
the land with the money of the subscribers he vested 
it in the Customs Taotai without any formal state- 
ment of trust and when the Taotai transferred it to 
me he did so in the same unlimited manner. 

I, as‘President of the University, now stand as 


full legal ewner of the preperty, but with the clear 


un erstanding on the part of all concerned that I hold 
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it in trust for those who have subscribed for the 
pbuilding and maintenance of the University. Nearly 
all eof these subscribers have written toe express their 

) 
hearty approbation of the transfer. 

I humbly think that no civilized pewer, much 
less a nation so renowned for education as Germany, 
should try to take advantage of the present disorder 
to ruin, for selfish ends, an enterprise which above 
all ethers stands for the reform and civilization of 
China. 

I feel that I have a right te a prompt decision 
in regard te the University. 

If the German military authorities return the 
University to me in the spring, they should pay an 


indemnity for the valuable furniture and apparatus

I wish, Sir, that you will move in this matter 
both to safeguard American rights, and also because 
of the general principles involved. I cannot believe 
that the German Minister and the Command er~in-Chief

The spring will soon be here and I am very 
anxious to begin work on new university buildings 
promptiy, if the Germans intend to keep the place. 

Tientsin is quiet now. The improvements under- 
taken by the Provisional Government are quite changing 
the appearance of the city.

I have finally received a personal reply to my 
communication addressed on the 7th ultime to the Ger- 
man Minister concerning the Imperial University of 
Tientsin, a copy of which I enclose. 

You will observe that he says that the German 
Government does not recognize any transfer of owner~ 
ship te you by the deed made by the Custems Taotai 
on June 13, 1900; and, further, that the University 


was especially mentioned in the treaty by which the 


German settlement was granted and, as such, was te 


remain ummolested, etc. The section of the treaty 
which he relies on is, translated into English, as 
follows: 


"Sec.5.~ The building near the river and outside. 
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the wall, together with grounds belonging to 
it, which is known as the Pe Wen Shu Yuan and 
which has been altered by the Chinese authori-~ 


- 


ties into a university, shall remain there un- 


disturbed and free from taxation." 
While the provision of the treaty is not exact=- 
ly as he quotes, yet it is in spirit an apparent re- 


cognition of the university as a Chinese institution, 


and, as such, the Germans have agreed by this treaty 
that it shall remain there undisturbed (presumably as 
e Chinese University). 

Now, is not their seizing it and appropriating it 
for other purposes a violation of this agreement? 
But whe has a right to complain of this vielatioen or 
to insist upen the agreement? Can you do it as an 
American citizen whose rights have been interfered 


with, or should you do it as President of a CHinese 


University for the Chinese? If you are to do it sin- 


Ply as an American citizen, basing your claim upon 


the ownership of the property, then we must insist 


that the deed from the Customs Taotai was a transfer 
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of the actual awnership te you, which I am afraid, 
under all the circumstances, we can hardly sustain. 
The Taotai, as Director-General, seems to have 
held the property as a trustee. He, as Director- 
General, transfers it te you, as President, so naming 
you in the deed, and you take his place as trustee and 
you hold the title as trustee for the subscribers, 
who are principally Chinese, or for the University. 
IT cannot see that the Character or nationality of the 
University was changed by the transfer. The Director- 
General could not convey by his deed any greater or 
different interest than he possessed, namely, a trust. 


Will it not be better te plant yourself on the 


treaty agreement and insist that as a Chinese ins ti- 


tution it should remain there undisturbed? The Germans 


will probably say in that case that it is then only a 


Chinese affair and they will settle it with the Chinese 
Government. 
We may reply that while it is tru that it is a 


Chinese institution, yet the German Gevernment has by 
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solemn treaty ebligation agr eed not te disturb it, and 
that ae as an American citizen, having faith in that 
agreement, continued in charge, solicited subscriptions, 
b ought equipment, employed professors, etc., ete, and, 
cnlineies ha ve a right te insist in the name of the 
University and of your ewn interests as an American 
citizen that the treaty shall be complied with and the 
University be returned to your custody as President, 
or satisfactory arrangements be made to operate it 
elsewhere. 

Of course, the will plead military necessity, 
and as this term here in China seems to be considered 
only a question of judgment, it will be very difficult 
to refute. 


I shall be very glad to have you indicate what 


position you desire or think best to take. I will 


then answer the German Minister, making such argument 


as seems best, and, if necessary, refer the matter to 
the Department of State, but I must be frank with you 
and say that I de not see how a very strong case can 


be made. 
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Just as I am finishing this, your letter with 
Chinese text and translation of extract from the 
treaty is received.

I thank you for your very kind letter in regard to 
the University. I feel that I have a very strong case 
in spite ef your rather discouraging remarks. 1. The 
property was deeded toe me with all the legal formalities 
before the commencement of the hostilities between 
China and the foreign nations. 2. My relations to 
the University has been such that it was eminently 
proper that the University should be vested in me. 

The interests of the large American staff connected with 
ve institution also made it preper that it should be 
wala the American flag and protection. 5. The con- 
tention of the Germans that their consent wa s necessary 


te the transference of title is sheer bluff. There is 


nothing 
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nothing in the Cencession Agreement to justify such a 

claim. 4, There is nothing in the German Concession 

Agreement te invalidate in the least my statements as 

to the original constitution and standing ef the Uni- 

versity. 

I consider that I have a right to the protection 
of the United States Government as legal holder of the 
property. I doe not ask it as a favor. It is known all 
over C hina among the members of the pregressive party 
that the subscribers have made me the trustee of their 
intereste, and that they are depending upon the United 
States Govermment for protection. If the Government 
fails to pretect me it will me an serious damage to the 


prestige of the United States. I have been told by a 


TiS ar 
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particularly well informed German that the Germans have 


only been waiting to see whether you would take a firm 


omer 


attitude in the matter or not, and, if you do, they 
have been quite ready to back down or make a compromise. 


In my opinion the winning line of defense is to insist 


férmly that the University having been legally vested 


in me is under the protection of the United States, and 
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that my rights must be insisted on. After this pre- 


liminary statement, I should think that it would be 


advisable to say that, as I had already offered to 


waive my right to continue the University in its pre- 
sent location, in consideration of a fair payment to 
a board of trustees, who would acquire land and erect 
buildings iaiicane:. this seems clearly the proper 
compromise to make, since the German Government could 
not without violating the usages of civilized warfare 
confiseate the University, even if it had not been 
vested in an American. 

Will you please let me know without long delay 
if you are unwilling to support my case, so that I 
may take other measures to get assistance. I do not 
feel that it will be right for me to acquiesce in the 
act of injustice which the Germans contemplate without 
exhausting every means to prevent it.

Government te said transfer was not given nor asked.

We have already addressed a note to Your Excellency 
informing you that a Decree had been issued ordering Prince 
Chuang, Yu Hsien, Ying Nien and Chiao Shu-chiae, to either 
commit suicide or suffer death by decapitation. This is a 
matter of record. 

We have now received a telegram from the Grand Council 
stating that Ko Pao-hua, had reported thag he witnessed in © 
person Prince Chuang committing suicide on the 2Ist of Feb- 
ruary at Pu Chou. 

Ho Fu-k‘un reports that on the 22nd of February, at the 
capitol of Kansuh, he witnessed the decapitation of Yu Hsien, 
and Tsen Chun -hsuan reports that on the 24th of February he 
was present and establishes the fact that Ying Nien and Chiao 
Shu-chiao committed suicide. 

As Chi Heiu and Heu Cheng-yu were decapitated here, there 
appears no need to again inform Your Excellency officially 


of thie fact. 
We therefore send Your Excellency the above particulars 
of the lates of the suicide of Prince Chuang, Chiac Shu-chiao, 

Y ng ‘Nien, and the decapitation of Yu Hsien, transmitted to 
us by telegram from Hsi An, and beg that you will, in turn, 
communicate the Same to the Plenipotentiaries of the Powers.

translation ef a memorandum presented by Prince Ching and 
Li Hung-chang,-conjointly- on the subject of the Legation 
quarter, dated March 2nd, I90I. 

On the Ist instant, we received a communication from the 
Doyen accompanied by a plan, stating that the Foreign R,R, had 
decided upon the area to be set apart as Legation quarter, and 
defined the four boundaries of the same; that the public offi- 
ces and buildings therein situated must be transferred else- 
where, and that the question of compensating the Chinese in- 
habitants thereof, who must also remove themselves and who are 
to be expiatoriated is reseyved for a subsequent communication. 

As regards the Chinese residing in this quarter, who have 
to remove themselves elsewhere, it is, in the interest of 
justice and equity, imperative that later on regulations for 
indemnifying them in respect of their removal expenses and the 
value of their land be drawn up. 

In the memorandum of February 5th, which we handed to 
you, we asked for particulars as to where the Legationquarter 
commmjced and where it ended. We stated that all offices and 
buildings situated therein ought to be considered part of the 
same, and pointed out the necessity of having a joint delim- 
itation of it's boundaries. 

A careful perusal, however, of the plan accompanying the 
Doyen's communication shows us that the TangTzu, important 
ground where the Emperor is wont to sacrifice, has been in- 
cluded within the limits, which also embrace the following 
publie offices and buildings. 

‘The Imperial Clan Court, the Boards of Civil Office, 
Revenue, Rites, War and Werks, the Mongolian Superintendency, 
the Hanlin College, the Imperial Supervisorate of Instruction, 
the Court eof the Imperial Stud and of State Ceremonial, the 
Imperial Board of Astronomy, the Carriage Park, the Residence 
for the ‘Tributary ‘Envoys and the College devoted to the . 
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denta of the Hanlin Bachelors. All the above named places 
ssential to the carrying on of public business. 
Ever since Peking was made the Capital, the various public 


offices have been established inside the Cheng Yang Gate, 


(Chien Men) on thertglit and left of the Imperial City. They 
are in immediate proximity to and form a circle round the same, 
Noy only does the fact of their being adjacent (to the 

Palace) facilitate the despatch of public business, it is a 
question intimately affecting the prestige and the dignity of 
the State. This arrangement has remained without change, 
throughout the Yuan and Ming Dynasties-a period of now more 
than five hindred years. The magnitude of the building oper- 
ations, and the number of public servants- high and low- have 
also to be considered, and were a transfer insisted upon there 


would be no other site available. Moreover, the Tang Tzu 


and these various public offices and buildings are comparative 
ly far away from the Legations. Regarded from a Legation 
point of view, their exclusion from the Legation quarter would 
have no harmfulresuits, whereas their inclusion therein would 
defend the Capital City of all that goes to constitute: a 
Capital. The action proposed involves consequences of no 
trifling import to the dignity of the state and the hope of 
the people, 

Were we lightly and inconsiderately to acquiesce therein, 
it is to be feared, that their Majesties the Empress-Dowager 
and the Emperor would, on their return visit us with censure 
of the severest kind. It is of a truth really impossible for 
us to take so heavy a load upon our shoulders. 

It is accordingly incumbent upon us to pray you’ in the 
terms of our former memorandum to agree to consider these 
buildings as not included in the Legation quarter. 

To accede to our request would afford ample evidence that 
the Pereian Misisters Plenipotentiary are in sympathy with the 
sincere desire to strengthen friendly relations, which animate 
our Government.

Referring to Mr. Conger's Despatch No. 536, of 
February 16th, 1901, regarding defense of Legation quarter,- 
I have the honor to submit my views on the subject, gained 


from our experiences of last summer. At that time the 


Chinese Army was in excellent condition, both as to discipline, 


arms and equipment as compared with what it is now or what it 

is likely to become for sometime in the future. The Legations 
themselves were in no way prepared for a prolonged defense, no 
preparations whatever having been made in the way of barricades, 
covered commnications, loopholed walls, etc., and for this 
defense we had about four hundred men, with no artillery, a few 
machine guns, a limited supply of ammmition and no surplus arms 
for the etviiian volunteers or Chinese christians,who depended 


upon the arms of dead or wounded men or the few sporting guns

found here. Purther, Chinese houses adjoined and surrounded 
the Legations, and were a constant menace on account of fires 
puilt in them to burn us out as well as a cover for the ever 
advancing Chinese soldiers. 

The Military Commissi-on, whose report accompanied 
the above despatch, recommends, among other things, that the 
Legation quarter be surrounded by a cleared space of 140 
metres, on which barbed wire obstructions can be put up and a 
ditch or moat dug. I believe this provision not only 
entirely unnecessary from a military stand point, but very 
unwise from a political point of view. It would mean the 
building of a TOR in the midst of the capital of a 
foreign power with whom we are endeavoring to establish 
friendly relations, and in this case at the very gate of the 
neil palace, and the chief gate of the Imperial City. 
Such exterior defenses would be exceedingly offensive to 
the Chinese and, in my opinion, under any conditions likely to 
arise, can be dispensed with. 

Por the defense’of the United States Legation, which 


will occupy rather an exposed position near the Chien men, I 


vould recommend a thick,well built, brick wall, such as is 
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puilt around the Imperial Palace, as well as around the 

private residences of princely or wealthy Chinese families, and 
which for this reason would in no way excite the hostility of 
the Chinese + Within the wall I would make every possible 
provision against an attacks One company of infantry (128 men), 
would be a sufficiently strong guard, if supplemented by two 
field guns and two machine guns, with extra large supplies of 
ammunition. The detachments for these guns could be taken from 
the company, making it unnecessary to increase the guard for that 
purpose. The field guns I consider absolutely necessary, 

when I look back on the siege of last summer and see the 

use te Were able to make of even an old iron cannon loaded 


indifferently with modern shell or piecés of scrap iron. At such 


times it is necessary to keep your enemy at a distance 


and it is only with. artillery heavy enough to knock down 
their barricades and approaches that you are able to do so. 
Had ve had even one good gun with plenty of ammunition, our 
chances would have been vastly improved. 


We should have an extra supply of rifles sufficient.

There 
should be also a quantity of dynamite cartridges for blowing 
down buildings, walls, etc., plenty of tools, such as picks, 
and shovels, a supply of sand bags, and food sufficient for 
three months. 

Given the above, this Legation will be fully 
able to protect itself against any possible emergency that 


can arise and until a relief column could reach Peking.

will transmit the French text as soon ag it has been printed. 
No special reference is made in the report of 
mission or missionaries, on account of the refusal of 
France to waive in any wise its claimed protectorate over 
Catholie missions and native Catholics in China.

for purposes of evaluating mission claims, the principlesof 
the Report, though he reserved to himself the right to follow, 
as to categories, precedents established by treaties between 
France and China.

As regards the paragraph saying that each Foreign

final presentation of the indemnity demand on China, which 
has been reserved until the various Representatives have 
received instructions from their Governments. 
As this paragraph follows, in principle, your wish 
that a lump sum covering all elaims of whatever nature be 
demanded by the Powers jointly of China, I had no reason to 
oppose it, though the examination in detail of all private 
claims by each Legation will entail sonsiderable loss of 
time and delay the final presentation of the demand for 
indemnity. 

The Russian Minister declared that while accepting 
the principles of the Report, he would, unless otherwise 
instructed, present his claims separately. He had made a 
similar statement to the Diplomatic Corps in the meeting of 
February 16th. (See Procefverbal of that date.) 

Your views on indemnities and their presentation, 
contained in your various telegraphic instructions to Mr. 
Conger, had been made known to the Diplomatic Corps by

the various Govermments should be asked if they wanted to 
present the claims for war expenses in a lump sum with 
other claims, or separately. Answers have not yet been 
received by all the Representatives, but it seems probable that 
a general lump sum will be asked for. In this connection I 
refer you to the note written by the Japanese Minister to 
= Conferenee on February 16th. (See Proces verbal of that 
date.) You will also note that the Representatives were 
of opinion that it was better to ascertain the total amount 
of the indemnity before discussing the question of China's 
ability to pay it. 

I have carefully gone over the Report of the Commission 
on indemnities, in the preparation of which I assisted, and 
do not ‘think that any of the principles will prejudice claims 


of American citizens, if all are similar to those now on 


file in this Legation. On the other hand, I believe that 


by adopting certain principles for presenting claims, the total 
amount whieh China will have ultimately to pay will be 
consider ably reduced. 

The General Commanding the French forces having 


stated 
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that all the proceeds of the sale of Chinese salt seized by 
his troops at Tientsin would be credited to China on the amount 
of indemnity for war expenses asked it, the question of 
crediting China with all the govermental treasure and other 
property not usually regarded as prize of war, which has been 
seized by the foreign troops was brought up before the 
Conference, when it had disposed of the Report on indemnities. 
The Russian, British and several other Ministers stated that 
they accepted such restitution in principle, and it was agreed 
that all should ask the views of their governments on the 
subject. 

The Conference next heard the Report prepared 
by the Commission appointed to consider the demand embodied in 
Article 1V of the Joint Note, relating to expiatory monuments 
in the desecrated foreign cemeteries. The Commission recommend- 
ed that 10,000 Taels be asked for each monument in each 
cemetery desecrated in Peking, and 5 ,000 Taels for each 
one of them in the provinces, this sum not to prejudice claims 


for material losses sustained in such cemeteries. The 


Report was accepted and it was agreed that a note should be 


sent 
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the Chinese Plenipotentiaries embodying the above demand. 


The meeting then adjourned to meet on the 18th, to discuss 


the Report prepared by the Commission on the prohibition 
of arms and materials of war into China.

Having been informed by General Chaffee that a Legation 


guard has been agreed upon and is to consist of one company

It would be very embarrassing for the Legation to 
grant some requests and to refuse others, If granted in 
one case, all would expect the same treatment, when finally 
no American would be willing to leave Peking without an 
escort. It is needless to say that the Chinese Government 
would certainly protest against any such employment of 
Legation guards, who, according to the Treaty, are here for 
the sole protection as the Legation. 

I believe it will save endless trouble and embarrassment 
if these points are covered by definite instructions.

AMENDED DRAFT OF THE RUSSO-CHINESE CONVENTION REGARDING 
MANCHURTA. 


In the amended draft of the convention, Articles 1, 2, 3, 9 
‘and il are maintained in the original form. Articles 6 
is entirdy eliminated, and the remaining Articles are 
modified as follows : 

Article 4. Considering that the recent attacks upon 


Russia were conducted chiefly by Chinese regular troops 


and with a view to ensure protection for the Manchurian raile 


way and the execution of railway work and to prevent 
disturbances on the Russian frontier, China shall determine, 
in consultation with Russia, the number of troops in 
Manchuria and the places where they are to be stationed. 
Importation of arms and ammunitions into Manchuria is to 

be prohibited in accordance with a common agreement to 

be made with the Powers. In the meantime, China shall, 

of her own accord, prohibit such importation as a temporary 
measure; Article 5. With a view to secure safety of 
Manchuria, my Governor General or high local official 


who would have acted improperly in matters affecting 


foreign relations shall be transferred to another post imme- 


diately upon the representations being made by Russia. 
: China may maintain in Manchuria infantry and cavalry forces 
for police purpo ses, the strength of which shall be 
determined in consultation with Russia. Until the province 
is completely pacified, those forces sh all not be pere 
mitted to have common among their arms and only Chinese 
shall be employed in connection with the execution of 
their functions; 
Article 7. Ia order to maintain peace and order,

Article 8. China shall not, without previpus 
consultation with Russia, grant to any other Power or 
440 subjects railway and mining concessions and any commercial - 
advantages in the whole territory of Manchuria; Article 10 
Indemnities to be paid in compensation for the destruction 


of the railway and the property of the employees of the rail- 
way company and also for the losses resulting from delay 
of work shall be adjusted between China and the railway 
company, in accordance with the principles of assessment 


to be agreed upon between the Foreign Representatives in 


Peking and to be approved by the Powers; and Article 12 
Action of China in building a direct line of railway 
into Manchuria from Shang-hai-hwan to Newchuang and Hsin=-min- 
teng with money loaned from a private company on September 
28, 1898, was in contravention of the previous agreement 
between China and Russia. As compensation for this 
contravention and with a view to speedy restoration of

I have the honor to report that since Mr. Conger’s 


Despatch No.565 gf the 7th instant, nothing important 


has occurred outside of the pending negotiations or relating 


thereto, excepting the attacks made by German. troops on 


the Chinese edvaenced posts on the Shansi frontier, in 


which the outcome is always in favor of the former, with 


little or no loss, while the latter lose from one hundred 


to two hundred killed, besides many wounded. The only 


good effect of these military expeditions is to 


instil 1 into the hearts of the Chinese a very wholesome fear 
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military authorities are becoming exceedingly strained and 
serious consequences may result at any time. Since the 
arrival of the Allied troops in China English military 
policy appears to have been a nagging one so far as the 
Russians are concerned. On three different occasions 
detachments of the two armies have but barely avoided coming 
to blows. The most recent disagreement is with reference 
to . railway siding at the Tientsin railway station which 
the English, who now control the railway, desire to 

build. The Russians claim the land for one of their 
subjects who, as claimed by the English, has a very 
doubtful title. The Russians assert that the real object 
of the English is to cut their concession in two, and 

had an arrangement been ‘made in the first place for raising 
the tracks they enka not have made any objection. The 
difficulty has reached a most dangerous stage, since both 
parties in the dispute have an ernst force on the ground. 
The slightest indiscretion on either side might precipitate 


matters. The Commander=in-Chief of the British Forces, 


General Gaselee, said to me a few days ago, that he 


would 
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consider himself extremely fortunate if he managed 
to withdraw from China without a collision with some one 


of the Allies.

His Broa iency, iia Hung Chang has been quite ill for 
_ some weeks. While, in & younger man, his condition would 
not be alarming, at his age there is always danger. In 
‘event of his death, I am informed by very competent Chinese 


authority 
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that either Shen Hsuan sins or Chou Pu, would be designated 
as one of the Plenipotentiaries. In view of the fact that, 
in any event, both of these men will probably become prominent 
in Chinese politics, I have to add the following brief 
notes on their paapestive careers: 

Sheng Hsuan-huai, native of Soochow, in province of 
Chekiang, now fifty-six years old, began his official 
career as clerk to Li Hung Chang in 1862, during the 
Taiping rebellion. At the end of that war in 1864, he 
had been promoted to a sub. prefect of Sth rank, with 
crystal button. He remained with Li Hung Chang several 
years, acting as Assistant Quartermaster for him 
while he was operating against the Mohamodan rebels 
in Worth China. When Id Hung Chang was appointed 
Viceroy - | enans in 1875, a took up his residence 
at Tientsin he had Sheng iubecenively appointed Prefect, . 


Taotai and Customs Tactai there,- Sheng became very in-

fluential with the Viceroy, and was constantly employed 
im carrying out the latter's reform measures; thus he 


took the lead in organising the first Chinese steamship 


Company; he assisted.4n financing the first railroad at 


Tientsin, ami he alone devised and still controls the

the Eupire. Of late’years he has been made Chief 


Director in r ailwaye in North China, and director of the 


Imperial Bank and he is the owner of several private 
banks in Shanghai and Tientsin and a coal mine in 

Hu Nan. He made the contract with the American 
Development Company for a railway seven hundred and 
fifty miles long, from Canton to Hankow. At his request 


he was lately appointed Assistant Minister of Commerce to 


assist in pending treaty negotiations and is expected to 


arrive in Peking soon. 


Sheng is one of the very few men in the prime of 
life with enlightened liberal views; now available to 
the Chinese Government. He has always acknowledged 


Li Hung Chang as his patren and benefactor and has been 


loyal te hin, theugh on various eccasions when Li Hung 


Chang has deen in deep adversity Sheng has not faithfully 


Sheng has an acute mind and 
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spirit fer beld measures though he has net the sturdy inde - 
pendemce and readiness te assume responsibility ef 

his patren Ili Hung bain.

by the British Minister, who under instructions from his 
Government, is most pressing in his demands for its 

‘presentation to the Chinese Government. Prior to the 
meeting of the Diplomatic Corps the six Ministers who have 
had persons of their nationality killed last year, met 

ie Se the list of punishments previously prepared ; 
and on which figured ten demands for capital punishment. 

| This list was carefully gone over, and the number of such 


punishments reduced to four, and for the other six the 


punishment 
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punishment was commuted into that which has been inflicted 
on Prince Tuan and Duke Lan. All the minor demands, amount- 
ing to about eighty nine, and which figured on the first 
list, were maintained. The revised list was then submitted 
to the whole of the Diplomatic Corps, and it was asked 
whether it agreed to transmitting it to the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries. The Russian Minister reaffirmed his 
declaration made previously, that his Government considered 


the question of punishments closed. All the other represen 


tatives agreed to send the’demand, but as some of them declared 


themselves in favor of sending a joint note, and others 
identic ones, no final agreement could be reached, 

and they cabled to their govermments for instruction. 

The British Minister, who expressed himself strongly in 

favor of a joint note, stated that in case this was not 
finally agreed upon his Govermment reserved to itself 

the right to present the original demands, that is to say, for 
ten capital punish ments, to the Chinese Govermment, even 

if it had to do so alone. 


The strained relations between Russia and England 
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over Manchuria is overshadowing every question here at 
present, and will particularly continue to do so to the 
end of negotiations. 
As I telegraphed you to-day, I shall, unless otherwise 

instructed by you, vote in favor of a joint note. I 
am strongly of opinion that a demand for further punish- 
ments should be made on the Chinese Government. In the 
first place, because some punishment should be inflicted 
on a number of guilty provincial officials; and in the second 
place, because I think that if Russia imposes her will 
on the rest of the Powers here, it will be highly prejudicial 
to all negotiations now pending and strengthen excessively 
her position in China. I have, however, stated that I 
will accept any form of punishment agreed upon, and 
will in no case insist on death penalty. 

The question of a demand for punishments having 
been for the time laid aside, the Diplomatic Corps took 
up the discussion of a set ” police regulations for 
‘tthe Diplomatic quarter.

IT have the honor to report that in compliance 
with the request contained in your communication of March 
the llth, I visited Paotingfu, China, remaining there from 
the. afternoon of the 18th till the morning of the 2lst. 

The situation of the troops in the Paotingfu district 
is, generally speaking, as follows : 

The Germans occupy the northern half of the city and the 
surrounding country to the North-west and West as far as the 
border of: Shansi Province. The French occupy the southern half 
of the city and the country to the South-west and West as far 
as the city of Huo-lu, 150 kilometers from Paotingfu, and 
50 kilometers from the Shansi border. 

It is stated that after the occupation of Paotingfu by 
the Allied Forces, last November, there was an agreement that 
the allied Forces would not advance beyond the western border 
of Chili, and that the Chinese would not come to the East of 
Shansi Province . 
advanced into Chili as far as the General line Kuang Ch'ang- 
Pou Ping~Huo lu. 
| About Pebruary the 20th, a party of German Lancers 


The Chinese failed to keep the agreement and 


reconnoitering in the vicinity of Kuang Ch’ang was attacked by 
the Chinese and driven back, losing some lances. Three compa- 
nies of Infantry were brought up and the Chinese driven back 
with a reported loss of some three hundred men. 


About March the ist, a party of 150 Germans marching un- 
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der,a flag of truce to the West of Fou Ping and near the An-tsu 
Ling Pass,were fired upon by the Chinese troops. The Germans 
took the Pass, inflicting some loss upon the Chinese. 

| : About March the 6th, a party of Germans, 64 in number, 
who were reconnoitering the road near Lung Ch'uan Kuan were 
fired upon by the Chinese and lost five men. With a force 
of ado men the Germans attacked the place and drove the Chinese 
back, the Chinese losing some 200 men. The Germans also took 
the Ch’ang Ch'eng K’ouling, on the border of Shansi, which 
puts them within 125 mi ies of Thai Yuan. The Germans have one 
company and some guns camped beyond the wall and just within the 
border of Shansi. | 

The Germans have five detached posts along the road be- 

tween Paotingfu and the Chtang K'ouling. The total 
number of detached stations held by the Germans is some 8 or 10, 
each with an average strength of 40 men. 

On the morning of the 19th, the Germans sent out from Pao- 
ting-fu, One company and 2 guns, to attack some bands of rob- 
bers who are said to be in the hills to the West of Paoting-fu 
though it is believed by the French that the detachment has 
gone to strengthen the German's advance at the Ch'ang Cheng 
K* ouling. On the afternoon of the 19th, One company was sent 
by the Germans to a village, on the Paotingfu--Man Cheng road 
and 5 miles from Paotingfu, where two German soldiers had been 
killed some days before.

_ tween Cheng Ting and Huo-lu is much disturbed and can be 
¥ travelled only under heavy escort. They state that the 
Chinese troops are idueiies on a front of 15 kilometers, 
and that theyuare commanded by Lieu K'uan Tsi (7), the 
famous Black Flag leader. The desire of the French to 
advance into Shansi is further aggravated by the fact that 
the Germans are now holding one of the mountain passes on 
the border of Shansi, whereas the French are 50 kilometers 
away he the Chinese hold the pass in their front.

"received in Paotingfu, except straw and fuel. 

- All business is transacted through the Chinese officials 


_ who are, all of them, in possession of their offices. There 
are two commissions, composed of German and French Officers; 
one has charge of the finemes and the sanitary condition of 


the city; the other venta complaints and receives petitions. 


‘For the latter purpose they have established, at the door of 


the Yamen, a box into which complaints, anonymous or otherwise 


may’ be placed. These all receive the attention of the Commis-~ 
sion. It was through one of these anonymous comuunications 
that the whereabouts of the two German soldiers that had been 
murdered was found out. This Commission sees that all 
complaints are investigated by the proper Chinese official 

and does not interfere except in cases of manifest injustice. 


The only information found out that has any bearing up=- 


on the political situation and that more on the future than 

the present, is the conduct of the Catholic Missionaries. It 

is said that their exactions have been so heavy and the in- 
terference with the courts, where Chinese Christians (Catholicé) 
were concerned, so constant and pernicious that much ill- 


feeling has been aroused, and uprisings are almost sure to 
follow the withdrawal of the troops. 

It is stated that the people of Shansi are much more ar- 
rogant and hostile than the people of Chili Province; and that 


if the troops do not advance to Thai Yuan, now that they are 
on the borders of Shansi, the people will become more treach- 
erous than ever and will claim that the soldiers were afraid 
to come into their Province.

I have deemed it proper to send to our missionaries here. 

In their efforts to privately settle claims of their 
native christians, they have ventured imprudently into remote 
districts where foreign soldiers have not yet been, or if 
they have, only to punish and loot the inhabitants. 

It is understood that Mr. Stonehouse was on such an 


errand at the time he was killed. 

The country is infested with bands of robbers and 
brigands, making it dangerous for even Chinese to venture 
on long journeys excepting’ in large parties. 

In the province of Shantung, the Goverment has issued 


warning the inhabitants against molesting 
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the missionaries or their converts, and when necessary, sends 
native troops for their special protection. 

Until similar measures can be taken in this province, 
T do not think the missionaries should venture outside the 
districts occupied by the foreign troops and known to be 
safe. Hoping my action will be approved,
